DEATH OF A NOTABLE CHINESE: 


News' has reached China of the death 
of Dr. Yung Wing of . Hartford, Con- 
necticut, from apoplexy, at the age of 
83. He was born in Kwangtung and. re- 
ceived his primary education in Giizloff 
School in Macao. Some time after his 
graduation, he went to the United States 
and joined the Yalo University, where he 
was graduated in 1854, being the first Chi- 
nese graduate of a foreign university. 

After his return to his. native cougtry, 
‘he wai sent abroad in 1864 by H.E. Tseng 
Kuo-fan, then the Viceroy of Kiangeu, 
to, purehase machinery for the Kiangnan 
Arsenal at Shanghai. After many per- 
sistent attempts, the Peking Daily News 
says, he succeeded in persuading the Chi- 
nese Government to send students to study 
‘abroad, and in’ 1871 he’ was appointed 
Chief Commissioner of the Chinese 
Educational | Mission to the United 
States, taking with him the first batch of 
Chinese Government students, 
whom were Dr. Jeme Tien-yao, Mr. I 
Tun-yen and Mr. Tang Shao-yi, the pre- 
sent Prime ‘Minister of the New Republic 
of China. ,
